We hope to encourage men and wimmin alike to explore the 
Literature, thought, and action of the feminist and wimmin' s liberation 
movements. Further, we rope to illuminate the connections that exist 
between all forms of domination and oppression 

We haven't got it all figured out. This journal seeks to start 
conversations rather that speak at people. We know that we want to speak 
out, as men, against sexist oppression. We want to explore our own 
sexism and the paths that lead away from patriarchal civilization We 
want to support wimmin. We want to support other men who deal with these 
issues, insecurities, and abuse.
